Another thing I un-
derstand the llgrfts on the bridges nre
being turned on In the evening and
left burning until 7 ad 8 o'clock In the
morning. Bach of the bridges has a
watchman and one watchman for both
bridges Is enough and 1 shall only
have one. I do not know yet who It
will be but I shall have some respon-
sible and capable wan as bridge
watchman."
